1, An essentially completed draft of the body of the subject re- ' 
port is in the hands of the members of the Joint Atomic Energy Intelligence 
Committee for final review, by February 20, 1952. 


2. The various portions of this draft have been concurred in in 
principle by all of the members of the Joint Atomic Energy Intelligence 
Committee. The final review mentioned above is for the purpose of deter- 
mining that the over-all tone and details of the report are in keeping 
with agreements. 


3. This draft represents the result of a large number of meetings 
of a working group of the Joint Atomic Energy Intelligence Committee 
which considered the detailed evidence available from all sources. In ad- 
dition sixteen meetings of the Joint Atomic Energy Intelligence Committee 
were devoted to reaching conclusions on the probative value of the evi- 
dence available.
